This is a very nice vegetable to eat. Some prefer it cooked like asparagus—that is, 
take the flower head before it begins to open and cook much the same way. 


Sow in March in hotbed and when danger of frost is over transplant in very rich, 
well-drained soil in rows four feet apart and two feet apart in the row. The plants 
can be raised in seed beds out of doors, but in that case will not be likely to produce 
heads the first year. Late in the fall cut off the old tops and thoroughly protect the 
crowns with leaves or straw to prevent severe treezing. 


The second year thin the starting shoots to three of the best, which will commence 
to form heads about June lst. he piants may also be blanched by cutting back the 
stems close to the ground in June, the rapidly growing shoots which then start up 
may be tied and blanched like celery. As artichoke plants do not yield satisfactorily 
after three or four years, it is best to start a new plantation every three years.

Roses are very partial 
to clay loam, but will do well in any ordinary soil 
if enriched with bone. Dig the soil up thoroughly to 
the depth of 12 or 15 inches, as rose roots pene- 
trate deeply. Bush Roses may be best arranged to- 
gether in beds or borders. The size and shape of 
a bed, wherever planted, should be made to fit the 
situation. Although in warm localities, where plant 
growth is luxurious, a greater interval is necessary, 
18 inches apart is generally accepted as the proper 
spacing. On this basis, beds 4% feet wide will take 
three rows, and if six feet long, will require a dozen 
plants. Or a dozen plants would occupy a_3-foot 
bed with two rows nine feet long. Delightful ar- 
rangements in odd shapes, and by combination of 
various classes, may be worked out according to the 
individual planter’s fancy and ingenuity.

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STRAWBERRY PLANTS 


The ground should be prepared the same as for other crops; if not al- 
ready rich, make it so by manuring. Mark out the rows the desired width, and 
set plants ten to seventeen inches distant in the rows; if set twelve inches in 
rows four feet apart, an acre will require 10,890 plants; same as if set sixteen 


inches in rows three feet apart. 


In early winter when the ground is frozen, cover the whole with long 
straw, which should be removed from the plant in the spring, but allowed to 
remain on the ground as a mulch, to keep the berries clean next summer. When 
strawberries are moved in the fall, they should be left until October or the first 


of November. 


The blossoms of all varieties marked “S” are bi-sexual or perfect, those 
marked ‘“‘P” are destitute of stamens and are termed pistillate or imperfect.

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The Prairie State Stove Brooder is built solidly of cast iron 
throughout. This stove is not mounted upon legs. We have learned 
not to use them because they afford a space under the stove 
where chicks may huddle and be burned to death. Therefore, 
the base of our stove rests squarely upon the floor. Bolted to 
it is a cylindrical cast iron ash pit of ample capacity, fitted witha 
solid door having non-heating handle and containing no opening 
through which hot ash or sparks may fly. This door has no 
function in the regulation of drafts, and need never be opened 
except to remove ashes. The entire volume of fresh air required 
for proper combustion passes, Subject to action of the regulator, 
through a cast iron air inlet elbow bolted to the top of the ash 
pit in such position as to admit air on the grate level.

A soft cord about 3% of an inch in diam- 
eter, thoroughly saturated and coated with 
a black sticky material similar in char- 
acter to that used on sticky fly paper. It 
is supplied in tubes about 234,x6 inches, and 
the cord is pulled out through a hole in 
the screw top, which has an attachment for 
clamping to facilitate cutting off the cord. 
It is applied to trees by tacking one end 
to the tree, then passing it around once or 
twice, tacking about every 18 inches, and 
then cut off. The cord will remain sticky 
for three or four months, according to cli- 
matie conditions. Its improvement over 
present methods are: 


Ease of Applying—Five times as fast as 
with a viscid sticky mass that has to be 
delved 
pasted on to trees in irregular unsightly 
daubs, and does not get on hands or cloth- 
ing. Much easier to apply than fly paper, 
lasting three or four times as long, and far 
less objectionably obtrusive than either of 
these two. Each tube contains approxi- 
mately 30 feet of cord, sufficient to band 
about 10 trees one foot in diameter once 
around, or 10 trees six inches in diameter 
twiee around.
